My  Dear  Commissioner: 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  the  activities  of  the 
various  divisions  within  the  police  department  for  the  year  1943- 
The  members  of  each  division  have  responded  in  a  gratifying  manner 
to  any  request  or  emergency  that  has  been  placed  upon  them  during 
the  year. 

FIRST  AID  AND  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

A  substantial  first  aid  instruction  program  was  completed 
during  1943  covering  the  various  branches  of  the  Civilian  Defense 
Corns.    Each  Action  Depot  First  *id  group  held  regular  practice 
sessions  and  a  high  degree  of  skill  in  rendering  first  aid  to  the 
injured  was  developed. 

Several  conferences  were  held  during  the  year  and  as  a  result 
of  these  conferences  it  was  found  necessary  to  do  some  reorganizing 
of  the  various  hospital  staffs  and  their  personnel  trained.    The  first 
aid  groups  were  called  in  from  the  notion  Depots  and  reorganized  into 
a  large  field  group  that  would  function  as  a  supplementary  disaster 
unit  and  would  assist  the  medical  division.    This  supplementary  group 
is  available  for  service  if  an  emergency  arises. 

To  supplement  their  training,  the  Action  Deoot  First  Aid 
crews  functioned  at  various  civic  activities  such  as  Newcomers  Day  at 
Liberty  Park;  the  Rodeo  at  the  State  Fair  Grounds,  arid  the  State  Fair. 
This  gave  the  crews  needed  practical  experience. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  another  change  took  place; 
namely,  the  Action  Depots  were  closed  and  the  personnel,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  sixty  men  were  placed  on  an  inactive  list.     The  sixty  men 
were  organized  into  squads  of  six  men  each  and  are  retained  on  an 
active  list  to  be  called  in  the  event  of  any  emergency.    They  will 
mobilize  at  the  police  station  and  are  fully  equipped. 

THE  ALERT  GROUPS 

In  Hay  1940,  five  veteran  organizations  consisting  of  1500  men 
organized  themselves  into  a  defense  alert  unit  for  the  protection  of 
Salt  Lake  ^ity  and  its  vital  points.    The  Veterans  Organization  organ- 
ized themselves  into  the  Salt  Lake  Defense  Unit  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Salt  Lake  ^ity;  and  since  1940,  these  1500 
men  have  attended  school  four  times  each  week  for  one  full  year.  The 


teachers  of  these  schools  are  highly  trained  military  men  from  the 
Armed  forces  of  the  United  States  Army.    The  training  consisted  of 
schooling  in  law,  police  science,  military  tactics,  organization  of 
civil  defense  and  offense,  gas  defense  and  offense,  first  aid,  medical, 
ambulance  drill,  transportation  operations,  mob  and  riot  control, 
approachment  and  seizure  of  critical  points  and  areas  on  which  unfriend- 
ly organization  may  be  stationed  and  a  thorough  use  of  firearms  and 
actual  time  on  the  range. 

The  whole  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  see  that  in  any  dis- 
turbance, invasion  or  threat  of  disturbance  or  invasion,  whether  it 
be  from  elements  or  the  crisis  we  have  at  the  present  time,  these  men 
are  ready  to  function  immediately. 

The  entire  alert  group  set-up,  its  problems,  assignments, 
training  and  organization,  and  all  its  various  details  have  been 
approved  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Utah,  the  Honorable 
Mayor  and  Board  of  City  Commissioners,  and  the  Salt  Lake  City  Attorney 
and  the  Salt  l>ake  County  attorney. 

All  of  these  units  can  and  will  function  immediately  and  mobil- 
ization of  the  entire  units  can  be  made  in  an  amazingly  short  period  of 
time.    During  the  year  1943  the  activities  of  these  groups  were  not  so 
intensive  as  they  were  from  1940  until  1943  because  of  the  large  amount 
of  Military  Police  Personnel  within  the  area  and  the  closer  cooperation 
of  all  the  Federal  Agencies  for  the  immediate  protection  of  our  own  area 
and  of  its  vital  installations,  however,  because  of  a  change  in  this 
situation  since  the  first  of  the  year  1944,  these  units  will  be  recon- 
structed and  an  intensive  program  will  again  be  in  operation. 

RECORDS  BUxtEAU 

The  fulcrum  about  which  efficient  work  in  any  police  uepartment 
rotates  is  without  doubt  the  Records  Bureau.    The  year  1943  permitted  us 
to  continue  to  jurther  establish  a  better  system  of  records  in  the  Salt 
Lake  °ity  Police  Department.    We  have  now  reached  the  point  where  our 
records  bureau  system,  despite  the  lack  of  proper  quarters  is  comparable 
to  the  best  that  can  be  found  in  any  police  department.    Many  outsiders 
who  visited  our  police  department  and  who  have  been  taken  through  the 
records  bureau  in  detail  have  roar  veiled  at  the  complete  story  which  is 
told  from  a  review  of  this  particular  unit. 

As  rapidly  as  more  efficient  forms  are  devised  for  proper 
police  work,  we  are  incorporating  them  into  our  system  here.    The  work 
in  the  recoras  bureau  has  increased  tremendously  owing  to  the  estab- 
lishment in  the  vicinity  of  certain  war  industries  and  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces. 

The  best  tributes  to  the  efficiency  of  our  department  are  the 
letters  of  thanks  and  appreciation  we  have  received  for  our  cooperation. 


DETECTIVE  BUREAU  - 


Plain  Clothes  Division 


The  Detective  Bureau  is  maintained  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  Public  Safety  Building  and  operates  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Chief  of  Detectives  aided  by  an  Assistant  Chief  who  supervises  the 
Crime  Prevention  Bureau  and  the  Missing  Persons  Bureau. 

During  the  past  year,  the  personnel  of  this  department,  made 
up  of  highly  trained  officers  and  investigators,  has  been  limited  to 
an  average  of  20  men.    These  men  are  divided  into  special  details,  such 
as  Homicide;  Internal  Security  Detail;  Confidence  and  Forgery;  Jobbery; 
Burglary  and  Larceny;  Pawnshop  and  Second  Hand  Details.    It  is  their 
duty  to  investigate  all  major  crimes;  to  gain  the  necessary  evidence; 
to  preserve  such  evidence  and  be  able  to  present  it  when  the  cases  are 
called  into  court.    Successful  prosecution  of  c  ;>ch  case  depends  upon 
the  manner  in  which  the  evidence  is  given  a  jury. 

Since  Pearl  Harbor,  this  office  has  assigned  specially  trained 
men  to  assist  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  in  matters  pertaining 
to  Internal  Security;  and  during  the  past  year,  that  detail  has  handled 
over  750  individual  investigations. 

Salt  Lake  City  is  the  center  of  war  activity  in  the  mountain 
area  which  has  increased  the  population  and  added  many  war  workers  from 
the  outside.    Naturally  this  has  added  responsibilities  to  our  office 
and  necessitates  more  than  ever  alert  and  intelligent  performance  and 
supervision. 

The  Detective  Bureau  works  harmoniously  with  all  Governmental 
and  State  enforcement  agencies  in  the  state  and  throughout  all  the 
western  states  ana  this  cooperation  is  a  tremendous  asset  to  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  up  to  enlarge  and  modernize  the  detective 
bureau  offices  in  the  near  future  to  make  for  more  efficient  work. 

Approximately  nine  thousand  investigations  were  handled  by  this 
office  during  the  past  year. 

ANTI-VICE  DIVISION 

The  *nti-vice  division  has  a  personnel  of  nine  men  working 
under  the  direction  of  a  serreant  on  various  crime  problems. 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  thct  has  confronted  the 
police  deoartment  the  past  year  has  been  the  break  down  of  moral  stand- 
ards.    There  have  been  numerous  arrests  of  women,  not  prostitutes,  who 
follow  the  soldiers  from  camp  to  camp  and  in  many  instances  have  a 
venereal  disease.    'Women  who  are  arrested  are  placed  in  the  venereal 
clinic  for  a  check-up  and  are  also  charged  with  being  a  disorderly 
person,  and  in  several  instances,  are  also  charged  With  being  a  vagrant 
and  arrangements  are  made  to  place  them  in  positions  so  that  they  can 
procure  enough  money  for  transportation  to  their  homes. 


Salt  Lake  City  has  the  record  from  the  Officials  of  the  United 
States  Armed  Forces  and  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  as 
being  the  second  cleanest  city  in  the  United  States. 

Intoxication  has  decreased,  apDarently  due  to  the  scarcity  of 

liquor . 

During  war  times,  there  are  increased  problems,  most  of  which 
center  around  the  behavior  Droblem  and  proper  conduct. 

nil  license  applications  have  to  be  checked  by  this  department 
and  require  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Chief  of  Police.    In  the 
State  of  Utah,  the  problem  of  liquor  is  controlled  by  the  Utah  State 
Liquor  Commission. 

CRIME  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

One  of  the  major  problems  confronting  this  department  today 
is  that  of  juvenile  delinquency.    Much  stress  must  be  laid  on  activ- 
ities looking  toward  the  prevention  of  crime  among  juveniles,  and  it  is 
only  through  such  efforts  that  crime  will  be  reduced. 

This  bureau  has  been  in  charge  of  ?.  Detective  Sergeant  during 
the  past  year  who  is  also  designated  assistant  Chief  of  Detectives. 
There  are  nine  men  and  one  woman  working  in  this  bureau. 

The  duties  of  this  bureau  include  finding  missing  persons; 
auto  thefts;  bicycle  thefts;  truancy;  curfew  enforcement;  and  all 
activities  pertaining  to  juvenile  delinquency.    We  have  numerous  reports 
of  missing  persons.    95^  of  auto  thefts  are  committed  by  juveniles.  We 
have  one  man  assigned  to  take  care  of  the  bicycle  thefts. 

During  the  year  19A3,  we  have  made  an  extensive  drive  on 
truancy.    Before  this  drive  started,  there  were  hundreds  of  boys  and 
girls  roaming  around  the  streets.    The  results  of  our  united  efforts 
have  shown  splendid  results. 

We  have  enforced  the  curfew  law  and  have  made  numerous  arrests. 
The  curfew  and  truancy  pick-ups  are  held  in  the  police  department  until 
the  parents  call  for  them.    This  has  proved  educational  and  instructive 
to  the  parents. 

We  have  also  prosecuted  some  men  operating  commercial  amusement 
centers  for  contributing.    We  feel  that  this  has  helped  us  considerably 
and  it  forces  them  to  police  their  own  places  of  business. 

The  objective  of  this  bureau  is  to  see  how  many  young  people 
can  be  helped,  not  how  many  can  be  arrested.     Invaluable  assistance  is 


Given  us  by  various  civic  clubs,  many  of  whom  have  taken  the  youth 
problem  as  an  important  feature  of  their  work.    They  have  placed  re- 
sponsible men  in  charge  trained  to  guide  the  youth  clubs  in  this  city. 

The  Missing  Persons  Division  comes  under  the  supervision  of 
this  bureau,    *  monitor  record  is  kept  of  all  persons  reported  as 
missing.    A  majority  of  the  missing  persons  return  home  of  their  own 
volition.    This,  however,  does  not  eliminate  the  preliminary  work 
necessitated  by  these  reports.    We  find  that  many  people  reported  as 
missing  have  merely  stayed  over  night  at  some  friend's  home.  This 
particular  field  is  one  which  will  always  require  serious  consideration. 

BICYCLE  DETAIL 

War  difficulties  have  precluded  us  from  securing  proper  license 
plates  for  bicycles,  but  we  urge  everyone  to  register  his  bicycle  at 
the  police  department.    Through  this  medium  of  registration,  numerous 
stolen  vehicles  and  parts  are  identified.    However,  the  work  of  the 
bicycle  detail  is  continuing  and  despite  the  scarcity  of  bicycles, 
owing  to  the  war,  there  was  a  slight  decrease  of  thefts  of  1943  over 
1942  as  recorded  in  the  statistical  report  which  follows. 

THE  UNIFORM  PATROL  DIVISION 

The  uniform  patrol  division  had  a  successful  year  in  1943. 
Fatal  traffic  deaths  were  reduced  25%.    Accidents  of  all  types  were 
reduced  30$  under  1942.    The  enforcement  index  of  1943  was,  conserva- 
tively, over  40.    An  average  of  1477  moving  violation  citations  were 
issued  monthly  during  the  year. 

The  receipts  for  fines  in  the  police  court  were  the  highest 
ever  recorded. 

The  "omens  Safety  Council  of  Salt  Lake  City  sponsored  a 
Motorist-Pedestrian  safety  drive  October  17th  to  %8t.  Billboards, 
hand  bills,  radio  programs,  public  addresses,  speakers  on  a  traffic 
car,  car  cards,  letters  to  all  churches,  clubs,  business  and  industrial 
organizations  were  promoted  and  distributed  by  the  organization. 

Coooeration  of  the  L.D.S.  C..urch  and  the  Patrol  Division 
resulted  in  the  organizing  of  the  "Church  Usher  Patrol",  a  safety 
group  functioning  along  the  lines  of  the  school  safety  patrol.    It  is 
planned  by  the  Church  to  make  this  program  Church-wide. 

Hit  and  run  violations  were  handled  by  an  investigator  assigned 
specifically  to  that  work;  the  record  is  outstanding. 

Complete  modernization  of  the  semaphore  system  was  negotiated 
and  contract  awarded  in  1943.    The  state  appropriated  $21,000  for  this. 
Street  traffic  lanes  and  "Don't  Jaywalk"  signs  were  painted  throughout 
the  city. 


K.G.P.W.  Salt  Lake  City  Police  radio  station  handled  the 
greatest  volume  of  business  of  any  year.        complete  independent  power 
unit  capable  of  furnishing  all  electrical  energy  needed  for  complete 
operation  was  secured  and  installed,  as  well  as  tie*  equipment,  increas- 
ing the  talk-back  range.    K.G.P../.  is  the  only  police  installation  in 
the  intermountain  area  equipped  to  function  independent  of  regular  oower 
and  communication  facilities  in  event  of  failures.    The  station  main- 
tains 24  hour  standby  on  Provo,  Ogden,  and  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol 
station  and  maintains  a  radio  2 -way  contact  at  all  times. 

Incorporated  in  this  annual  report  will  be  found  statistical 
figures  to  support  the  fact  that  the  greatest  volume  of  business  in 
our  history  was  handled  during  1943.    Population  increases  as  well  as 
more  automobiles  registered  for  1943  than  1942  makes  the  reduced  figures 
in  traffic  more  outstanding.    Salt  Lake  City  placed  second  in  the  nation 
in  the  reduction  of  traffic  fatalities.    In  the  national  anti-noise 
campaign,  Salt  Lake  City  was  lirst. 

SUGaRHOUSE  SUB-STATION 

In  view  of  the  influx  of  business  around  the  Sugarhouse  area 
a  separate  sub-station  was  established  at  Sugarhouse  and  the  Utah  Oil 
Refining  Company  were  kind  enough  to  permit  us  to  use  a  filling  station 
not  in  use  during  the  war  period  and  as  a  result,  activities  in  this 
particular  area  have  been  centered  around  this  sub-station. 

It  is  felt  that  better  protection  has  been  given  the  citizens 
in  this  vicinity  by  the  sub-station  as  a  result  of  these  arrangements. 
A  small  complement  of  officers  are  also  assigned  directly  to  this  sub- 
station to  handle  the  various  cases  that  arise. 

school  safety  patrols 

In  the  fifty-one  square  miles  of  Salt  Lake  City,  there  are 
forty-two  public  schools,  all  of  which  have  a  Safety  Patrol  Organization. 
These  organizations  are  sponsored  by  the  schools  and  trained  and  in- 
structed by  an  officer  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Police  Denartment.  There 
are  about  six  hundred  and  fifty  Safety  Patrol  Boys  in  these  schools 
and  about  thirty-three  thousand  students  for  whose  safety  they  are  re- 
sponsible, going  to  and  from  school. 

There  were  46  schools  visited  including  elementary,  Junior 
High  and  Church  Schools. 

The  subjects  taken  up  in  the  safety  patrol  meetings  consisted 
of  problems  within  the  patrol;  the  arranging  of  assignments;  personal 
problems;  personal  conduct  as  to  courtesy,  punctuality,  personal  appear- 
ance and  their  dignity  at  their  posts. 


Safety  Patrol  organizations  and  operations  were  discussed  in 
the  conferences  with  the  principals  of  the  different  schools. 

The  grade  school  talks  were  mostl}'  on  safety  and  good  citizen- 
ship.   Programs  were  worked  around  these  talks  usually  by  the  sponsor 
and  the  safety  patrol  boys.    Safety  films  were  obtained  from  the  American 
Automobile  Association  and  the  Utah  State  Highway  Patrol.    In  a  good 
many  cases,  the  film  was  shown  several  times  because  of  small  assembly 
rooms.     A  short  safety  talk  after  the  film  is  a  very  good  method  of 
teaching  safety  in  the  public  schools  and  brings  out  a  good  relation- 
ship between  the  students  and  the  police  department. 

The  patrols  were  inspected  approximately  once  a  month  to  check 
on  personal  appearance,  punctuality ,  dependability  and  personal  safety 
habits. 

A  great  deal  of  effort  was  expended  in  order  to  place  the 
cross  walks  where  they  would  do  the  greatest  amount  of  good. 

Safety  Sallies  were  given  to  the  Police  Deo&rtoent  to  be  used 
at  the  schools,  by  the  Twenty- Thirty  Club.    They  are  doing  considerable 
good  in  slowing  down  traffic  near  the  schools.    The  students  at  the 
West  High  Schoold  do  the  repair  work  on  these  Safety  Sallies. 

In  most  cases  the  Safety  Patrol  Organization  did  a  splendid 
job  and  were  dependable.    There  were  four  schools  that  had  girls  in  their 
Safety  Patrol  Organizations  and  they  were  a  credit  to  the  schools. 

This  cover  letter  has  been  submitted  primarily  to  give  one  a 
panoramic  picture  of  the  department.    It  is  not  at  all  inclusive  of  all 
activities  but  it  does  touch  the  high  snots  and  perhaps  will  aid  in 
better  digesting  the  statistical  data  which  shows  elsewhere  in  this 
report . 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  submitting  a  few  recommendations 
based  upon  the  activities  of  the  past  year  which  will  be  incorporated 
in  the  concluding  part  of  this  annual  renort  for  the  year  1%3. 

I  feel  that  I  would  be  remiss  in  my  duty  if  I  were  not  to 
publically  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  police  department 
and  the  splendid  cooperation  they  have  received  from  the  -public  gener- 
ally, in  the  newspapers  and  the  radio,  the  women's  Safety  Council 
Organization,  The  Utah  Oil  Refining  Company  for  the  use  of  thvir  filling 
station  in  Sugarhouse,  and  many  other  too  numerous  to  mention  who  have 
all  assisted  us  materially  during  the  ye^r  19U3» 


The  Military  Authorities  in  this  area,  particularly  the 

Military  Police  who  have  ..ugmented  and  assisted  the  department  have 

been  of  tremendous  value.    Words  are  inadequate  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  them. 

Despite  numerous  obstacles  and  handicaps,  marked  progress  was 
made  during  1%3,  and  we  feel  hopeful  that  with  the  understanding 
cooperation  of  our  citizenry  we  can  continue  to  build  to  make  Salt  Lake 
City  a  finer  place  in  v.'hich  to  live.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


BUILDING  FACILITIES 

As  soon  as  it  is  practical  a  long  range  program  should  be  placed 
in  effect  to  eliminate  the  building  conditions  as  they  exist  for  our 
police  department  and  jail.    Our  present  quarters  do  not  suffice. 

Much  has  been  said  about  this  in  the  press.    It  is  believed  that 
as  soon  as  finances  permit,  a  modern  police  department  building  should 
be  erected  in  Salt  Lake  City  with  nrobably  a  jail  on  the  top  so  that 
all  activities  could  be  centered  in  one  place.    The  present  arrange- 
ment is  not  conducive  to  efficiency. 

SWARM  JUS  £  SUB-STATION 

For  the  past  year  we  have  been  using  an  oil  station  in  Sugar- 
house  furnished  us  by  tho  Utah  Oil  Service  Station  for  the  Police 
Department . 

It  is  recommended  that  serious  consideration  be  given  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  small  building  in  Sugarhouse  so  that  we  might  definitely 
establish  a  sub-station  to  meet  the  needs  in  that  section  of  the  City. 
As  the  pooulation  is  shifting  toward  the  Southeast  section  of  the  City, 
it  becomes  more  apparent  that  future  police  problems  can  be  handled 
more  efficiently  with  the  proper  establishment  of  a  definite  sub- 
station in  Sugarhouse. 

ADDITIONAL  MAN  TOWER 

Statistics  gathered  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  ind- 
icate that  the  most  efficient  work  is  done  by  police  departments  through- 
out the  United  States  when  there  is  l£  policemen  for  one  thousand 
population.    There  has  been  no  increase  in  man  power  in  the  Sale  Lake 
City  Police  Deoartment  for  several  years. 

It  is  recommended  that  as  part,  perhaps  of  a  five  year  program, 
steps  be  taken  to  add  additional  man  power  so  we  will  have  the  necessary 
complement  of  officers  to  perform  the  most  efficient  work  possible. 

INCREASES  IN  SALARIES  nND  REqUIKil&NTS 

Despite  the  increase  in  living,  members  of  the  police  department 
have  not  received  sufficient  increase  compatible  to  the  increase  of  the 
cost  of  living  and  other  expenses,    as  a  result,  in  some  instances 
where  men  have  a  large  family,  it  has  been  necessary  for  them  to  seek 
outside  employment  when  off  shift  on  the  police  department.    This  is 
not  a  healthy  condition. 


It  is  recommended  that  as  soon  as  possible  the  basic  salary  of  a 
first  class  patrolman  on  the  Salt  Lake  City  Police  Ueoartment,  be  made 
£200.00  a  month.    If  this  practice  could  be  followed,  there  would  be 
no  excuse  for  any  man  to  have  outside  work  activities. 

Along  with  this  program  of  raising  the  salary,  it  is  suggested 
that  future  requirements  for  entrance  in  the  Salt  Lake  ^ity  Police 
Department  be  changed. 

The  present  requirements  call  for  the  equivalent  of  a  high  school 
education.     It  is  recommended  that  in  the  future  that  if  the  salary 
standard  can  be  raised,  we  also  require  that  individuals  have  a  degree 
from  an  accredited  college  or  university.    This  is  no  reflection  on  the 
men  on  the  department  at  the  present  time,  however,  increased  education- 
al background  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  department. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  words  "equivalent  thereto"  bo  eliminated 
because  it  is  my  experience  that  with  the  use  of  an  equivalent,  it  makes 
it  possible  for  too  much  latitude  and  discretion  to  be  used. 

Along  with  the  foregoing,  thjrc  should  be  a  greater  variance  in 
the  salaries  between  the  Captains,  Lieutenants  and  Sergeants.  These 
men  who  occupy  Dositions  of  authority  in  the  police  deoartment  should 
have  increased  salaries  commensurate  with  their  duties.    The  oresent 
increase  for  these  positions  is  in  some  instances  so  slight  that  some 
men  would  rather  remain  as  a  first  class  oatrolman  ttnj-i  to  assume  the 
additional  responsibilities. 

PENSION  SYSTEM 

The  present  pension  system  foi  police  officers  which  is  orovided 
for,  I  believe,  under  an  act  of  Legislature,  oeriidts  the  officer  to 
receive  a  pension  of  one-half  his  salary  when  he  retires,  but  not  to 
exceed  <t>100.00  per  month.     It  is  believed  that  some  change  should  be 
made  in  this  act  so  that  when  an  officer  retires,  he  Ccji  receive  one- 
half  of  his  monthly  salery  each  month  as  a  pension  and  that  the  limita- 
tion of  #100.00  monthly  be  eliminated. 

I  believe  that  this  would  be  a  greater  incentive  for  the  men  on 
the  department  to  work  hard  to  achieve  higher  ranks  and  in  addition 
thereto,  for  achieving  such  higher  rank,  they  of  course  would  be  better 
repaid  for  results  of  their  work  end  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  department. 
This  would  be  an  added  stimulcnt  for  all  officers  to  try  to  progress 
as  rapidly  as  possible  on  the  department.     There  would  be  some  reward 
for  individual  initiative. 

TRUSTEE  HELP 

The  present  practice  of  using  trustee  help  for  cleaning  around 
the  public  safety  building,  simple  jobs  in  thj  garage  and  work  on  the 
range  and  paint  gang  should  be  changed.    This  practice  has  almost  become 
a  farce.     It  certainly  fails  to  deter  anyone  from  violating  the  laws  of 


Salt  Lake  City,    As  rapidly  as  possible,  it  is  urged  that  the  janitor 
work  in  the  public  safety  building  be  performed  by  a  janitor;  the  same 
being  true  of  the  work  in  the  garage  and  elsewhere,  and  that  the  indi- 
viduals who  are  sentenced  by  the  court  remain  in  jail  and  not  be  made 
trustees  for  the  purpose  of  working  unless  they  are  sentenced  by  the 
court  to  hard  labor  and  in  such  instances,  this  work  could  be  done  on 
the  police  range  or  elsewhere  under  the  proper  supervision  of  a  police 
officer  at  all  times  to  make  sure  that  the  sentence  as  given  is  followed 
out  properly. 

LICENSES 

A  year  ago,  a  recommendation  was  made  on  licenses.    We  are  still 
encountering  the  same  problem  mentioned  in  my  report  a  year  ago.  I 
should  like  to  renew  that  recommendation. 

At  the  oresent  time,  if  an  individual  files  an  application  which 
needs  the  approval  of  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Department  and 
the  Board  of  Health,  the  original  apDlication  is  forwarded  to  one  of 
the  departments;  and  after  their  investigation  and  r\  commendat ion,  it 
is  referred  to  the  second  and  finally  the  third  department,    ks  a  re- 
sult, the  applicant  on  numerous  occasions  must  wait  for  protracted 
periods  of  time  until  they  know  whether  favorable  consideration  has 
been  accorded  their  application. 

It  would  appear  that  a  better  system  would  be  to  hold  the  original 
application  :;t  the  license  department  and  have  mimeographed  forms  or 
copies  prepared  of  the  application  and  one  such  copy  be  forwarded  to 
each  department  where  approval  is  required  so  that  all  departments 
might  be  able  to  give  such  applications  attention  at  the  same  time. 
This  would  speed  up  the  activity  in  this  regard  and  make  for  greater 
efficiency. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

Several  surveys  have  been  made  over  a  period  of  the  last  two  or 
three  years  which  indicate  quite  definitely  that  we  need  increased 
and  better  street  lighting  in  this  city  for  traffic  safety. 

Police  records  reflect  a  large  percentage  of  pedestrian  fatalities 
each  year  and  while  a  few  can  be  attributed  to  carelessness,  yet  practic- 
ally all  of  them  could  have  been  eliminated  with  prooer  street  lighting. 
Sufficient  curtailment  in  pedestrian  fatalities  will  only  occur  when 
our  streets  are  lighted  up  the  way  they  should  be. 

Some  st ens  have  been  taken  to  light  certain  streets;  f-.talities 
have  decreased,  however,  I  do  believe  the  present  system  is  archaic 
and  not  part  of  the  building  of  a  modern  city. 

Any  person  driving  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  city,  partic- 
ularly on  a  rainy  night,  realizes  the  need  for  better  street  lighting. 


DRUNKEN  DRIVING 


It  is  recommended  that  a  change  be  made  in  the  law  covering  the 
penalty  for  drunken  driving.     A  review  of  last  year's  activities 
reflects  that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  secure  convictions  when 
the  violator  needs  his  car  in  order  to  earn  a  livelihood. 

The  present  provisions  which  make  it  mandatory  for  the  license 
of  the  driver  to  be  revoked  for  one  year,  in  our  opinion  should  be  so 
changed  as  to  leave  the  matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  Court  so  that 
perhaps  in  those  instances  where  an  individual  needs  his  car  to  earn 
a  living,  the  Court  may  grant  the  violator  restricted  use  of  the  car 
for  that  purpose  only. 

PRIMA  FACIE  PARKING  LAV/ 

One  of  the  chief  handicaps  we  encounter  as  la>v  enforcement  officers 
is  our  inability  to  proDerly  enforce  parking  regulations  without  having 
an  officer  personally  see  the  individual  park  his  car. 

For  several  years  efforts  have  been  made  to  have  the  Legislature 
pass  a  suitable  bill  to  cover  this  situation. 

Strenuous  efforts  must  be  made  to  have  the  proper  law  enacted 
during  the  next  session  of  the  legislature.    Vdthout  this  law  it  is 
impossible  to  enforce  traffic  violations  and  as  a  consequence  makes 
for  further  disrespect  of  the  traffic  laws. 

This  situation  is  rapidly  becoming  a  joke  with  our  local  citizens 
and  something  should  be  done  about  it  one  way  or  another.    Law  enforce- 
ment is  being  hampered  and  will  so  continue  as  long  as  present  con- 
ditions exist. 
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
